ON DEFENSE, NOT OFFENSE 


Reserves Right to Disagree hi Prin- 


ciple with Others-Says Klans- 


men are Born, Not Made 


Setting out that the Knights of 


t'he Kn Klux Klan were not "anti 
anything," but that they stood for 
one hundred per cent Americanism, 
the Rev. 'Mr. Wren, of Indianapolis, 
a lecturer for the order, spoke to a 
crowd of several hundred people 
grouped albont the north steps of the 
court house Saturday evening. 


He declared that the Kn Krax 


Klan was not seeking new members, 
because it had enough to accomp- 
lish anything it cared to, and asked 
all Klansmen to stand solidly be- 
hind the program of the Klan. 


The Rev. Mr. Wren referred to 


those who opposed the Klan and 
explained the organization's position 
in this respect, declaring that its 
tenets were such that they 
would 
* 


endure because they were right. 


The speaker stated that the- or* 


•aanizatioi was not anti-negro, anti- 
Catholic, anti-Jew or anti-foreig»ier» _^ 
and that Klansmen were not taught. ' *""• 
to hate anyone. He said that Hans- ' 
v*-> 


men believed in the commandment 
to love others, but that it is natural 
for everyone to love some better 
than others.. 


He illustrated the statement 
by 


referring to himself, saying that he 
loved (all the mothers in the world, 
hut he loved his mother best; that 
he loved all the 
children 
in 
the 


world, but loved his own. best. The 
•' - 


same is true with 'the .true Klans- ^. 
man, he continued, in that he plac- 
es first those (who believe in 
and 


stand" for the .principles for which,-.4^— 
he stands.

The Rev. Mr. Wren used the story 


of the good Samaritan to .bring out 
the point he wanted to make that 
^ 


Klansmen would help Catholic, Jew, 
negro, foreigner 
or anyone 
wh» 


might 'be opposed to their beliefs, 
but still insisted on their right to 
differ on principles, with the person; 
to whom aid is given. 


The speaker said that the Kan 


was not endeavoring to control any- 
thing, but that it intended to make 
certain that no one else did, whose 
aims were not for the best interests 
of 'Americanism. 


The Rev. Mr. Wren quoted Abra- 


ham Licoln and asserted that 
he 


believed that Lincoln was a Hans- 
man at heart. He also said that 
Klansmen were not made, "bnt born, 
and that he had believed in the / 
things for which the Klan stands 
since Ire was a schoolboy and began 
to study the' rudiments of American 
history. The speaker asserted that 
it was his belief that no one could 
be a true Klansman unless he bad 
, 


always believed in the principles of 
: 


the Klan. 


The Rev. 'Mr. Wren said that the 


Klan was opposed to Roman 
Ca- 


tholicism in principle 'because it be- 
lieved that the Bible should 'be a 
closed book to the laity. He said that 
he had Catholic neighbors and that 
they were friendly, and repeated a 
conversation with one in which ' the 
Klan. was accused of fighting Cath- 
olics. He said that the Klan was 
not fighting Catholics; that it is a 
defensive rather than an offensive 
organization. He calso stated that he 
told his neighbor, -when asked

Klanamen did not lay off their robes

The speaker laid great stress on 


the fact that foreigners are allowed 
to vote after a short residence in 
the United States, when Americans 
are not allowed to vote until they 
are 21 years old. He said if he bad 
his :way, none of them would be per- 
mitted to vote until they had lived 
in this country 21 years, owned real 
esate, showed a tax receipt and had 
a 'working knowledge of the English 
language. 


The Rev. Mr. Wren asserted that 


the KJan was entitled to the credit 
for ipassing the restricted immigra- 
tion law, but quoted figures he said 
were given out 'by Secretary of La- 
bor Davis to show more foreigners 
were coming into the country than 
before the law was passed. This is 
due, h« said, to "bootlegging" for- 
eigners into the United States. He 
stated that in 19 states the foreign- 
horn out-numbered the native-born 
citizens .and that in Xew York City 
the native Americans 
were 
out- 


numbered six to one.- Only nine cit- 
ies of more than 250,000 population, 
lie asserted, have more native Amer- 
icans than foreigners. 


In closing, he referred_ to the Her- 


rin disorders, declaring that 
they 


were due. to the foreigners: .in 
the 


miner's union voting the Klansman 
out of the organization because .the 
Klan is opposed to foreign agita- 
tors.

He also recited some of the'Bol- 


shevi'c creed, to show that it was 
opposed to the Christian religion 
and American institutions, and de- 
clared that the Klan was the only 
organization openly fighting Bolshe- 
vism.
